The  Committee  gave  the  Chairman  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a free  hand 
between  the  Meetings.

Men  were  occupied  at  the  Hale  Street  Depot  when  necessary  making  up 
Disinfectants.  Men  were  also  engaged  distributing  Disinfectants  at  the  Council’s  Four 
Depots, — Bow,  Glaucus  Street,  Hale  Street  and  West  Ferry  Road. 

Practically  over  75  persons  engaged. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  a notification  of  Smallpox  either  by  certificate,  telegram, 
or  telephone  (Medical  Practitioners  were  requested  to  communicate  by  these  means 
with  the  Public  Health  Offices  so  as  to  prevent  persons  from  infected  houses,  walking 
through  the  streets,  or  riding  in  vehicles),  the  case  was  telephoned,  or  telegraphed 
(if  there  were  delay  in  the  telephone)  to  the  offices  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board. 
The  Premises  were  visited  as  soon  as  possible,  an  endeavour  made  to  ascertain  the 
origin  of  the  disease,  the  names  and  ages  of  all  the  inmates  noted  down,  the  works,  etc. 
where  the  breadwinners  were  engaged  ascertained ; also  the  schools  and  Sunday  schools 
attended  by  the  children.  The  conditions  as  to  vaccination  were  enquired  into  as  far 
as  possible  and  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  advised.  All  the  above  particulars  have 
been  kept  in  every  case  which  occurred  in  the  Borough. 

A copy  of  each  notification  w’as  sent  to  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  and  to 
the  Head  Teachers  of  Board,  Private  and  Sunday  Schools  of  any  children  in  an 
infected  house.  Information  was  also  forwarded  to  the  Public  Vaccinator,  Vaccination 
Officer,  Chief  Librarian,  the  three  Superintendents  of  the  Public  Batbs,  Clerk  of  the 
Guardians,  Master  of  the  Workhouse,  and  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Poplar 
and  Stepney  Sick  Asylum. 

The  Inmates  of  an  infected  house  were  placed  under  quarantine  or  observation 
(see  special  Report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  25th  March,  1901 : — “ Retention  in 
Dwellings  of  persons  brought  in  contact  with  Smallpox  Cases.”)  The  employers  of 
labour  were  also  notified  and  informed  that  the  premises  were  under  quarantine, 
or  where  maintenance  was  not  accepted,  they  were  requested  not  to  engage  their 
hands  until  they  had  bad  a bath,  their  clothes  and  premises  disinfected.  Employers 
were  requested  to  take  their  workers  back  again  as  they  were  stopping  away  for 
the  public  good. 

The  various  Medical  Officers  of  Health  were  communicated  with  respecting  all 
cases  where  any  persons  from  an  infected  house  had  visited  premises  outside  the  Borough. 

All  Premises  were  visited  and  kept  under  daily  observation  until  free  from 
infection.

The  conditions  as  to  Vaccination  are  only  stated  so  far  as  the  Deaths  are 
concerned,  and  have  been  tabulated  from  the  death  returns  received  from  Somerset 
House  (see  page  22.)  The  Medical  Officers  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board’s 
Hospitals,  who  had  the  Patients  under  treatment,  no  doubt  will  publish  in  due  course 
statistics  as  to  Vaccination.  It  was  impossible  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
unless  he  examined  all  cases  removed,  to  obtain  correct  information,  many  of  the 
Patients  were  removed  before  he  arrived  at  the  houses  and  any  information  as  to 
Vaccination  was  only  hearsay.

652  cases  notified.  643  cases  treated  at  Institutions  of  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board. 

The  Nine  Cases  not  removed  were  as  under: 

Three  cases  in  the  Parish  of  Poplar  treated  at  home  and  recovered: — M.  aged  23, 
Grosvenor  Buildings  ; E.,  aged  21,  Prestons  Boad.  The  disease  was  exceedingly  modified 
in  these  cases,  both  occurred  in  November,  1901.  E.,  aged  12  years,  Grove  Villas,  notified 

in  December,  1901.  The  patient  no  doubt  had  had  a mild  attack  and  had  infected  three 
other  persons  who  were  removed ; after  being  notified  she  was  kept  at  home  under 
observation  and  frequently  bathed. 

One  patient,  female,  aged  13  years,  from  a house  in  Bromley  (River  Street)  where 
cases  of  Small  Pox  had  occurred,  died  in  the  London  Hospital  with  Small  Pox  after  having 
been  operated  upon  for  strangulated  bowel.  13/11/01  (See  deaths  No.  4). 

An  infant,  aged  4 months,  died  in  Bromley  (Hancock  Road),  from  Haemorrhagic 
Small  Pox.  19/4/02.  Inquest.  (See  deaths  No.  72). 

A male,  aged  32  years,  also  died  from  Small  Pox  in  Bromley  (Alton  Street)  25/6/02 
(see  deaths  No.  100). 

Belonging  to  the  Parish  of  Bow  three  persons  died:  — 

A female,  aged  43  years  at  Parnell  Road,  deceased  found  dead  in  bed  by  her 
landlady.  22/3/02.  (See  deaths  No.  58). 

A female;  aged  7 years,  at  Appian  Road  too  ill  to  be  removed.  8/4/02.  A previous 
case  in  house.  (See  deaths  No.  69). 

From  Appian  Road  at  the  Poplar  Council’s  Shelter,  Glaucus  Street,  Bromley, 
A female,  aged  14  days,  from  Haemorrhagic  Small  Pox,  mother  having  been  removed 
suffering  from  Small  Pox.  31/5/02.  (See  deaths  No.  90).

A detailed  tabulated  list  of  Articles  disinfected  can  be  given  if  so  desired.  * 

The  disinfecting  staff  consisted  of  the  Chief  Disinfector,  answerable  for  the  work  of 
the  department.  Assistant  Disinfector,  constantly  engaged  spraying  Rooms.  Three 
men  collecting  articles  with  the  infected  van.  Two  men  taking  hack  articles  on  the 
disinfected  van.  One  man  loading  up  the  disinfecting  apparatus  on  the  infected  side 
and  one  man  superintending  the  apparatus  on  the  disinfected  side.  There  were  40  men 
on  and  off  engaged  cleansing  and  limewhiting  infected  houses.  (A  staff  of  49  men 

engaged  in  the  disinfecting  department). 

To  work  in,  the  men  were  supplied  with  Overalls,  which  were  disinfected  every 
night,  and  they  were  allowed  the  use  of  the  baths  (4  in  number)  at  the  Shelters 

and  Disinfecting  Station. 

(The  Medical  Practitioners  were  informed  that  they  could  have  their  clothes 

disinfected  after  visiting  cases). 


* From  infected  rooms,  all  textile  articles,  including  Carpets,  Rugs  and  Curtains,  etc., 

were  taken  to  the  disinfecting  apparatus.
